Preston Out 
Froehlich In 
City Council 


Former Councilman Now In¬ 
spector On Tunnel Job— 
Place Filled Quickly 


John Froelich, of 145 West Car¬ 
ter avenue, was appointed a mem¬ 
ber of the City Council Wednes¬ 


day evening to succeed Warren 
O. Preston who resigned to ac¬ 
cept the only Job this city will 
get in the digging of the Grand 
View avenue tunnel through 
which the waters of the Colo¬ 
rado river will flow into the 
Metropolitan Water District. 

Preston’s resignation was 
dated September 3. On September 
4 he began his duties as a city 
inspector to see that the tunnel 
job is carried through in con¬ 
formity with the city’s contract 
with the water district. His salary 
of $1 an hour will be paid by the 
water district in addition to its 
right of way fee of approximately 
$17,300 that was in the city trea¬ 
sury before the contractors were 
permitted to swing a pick. No 
other Sierra Madreans are eli¬ 
gible for employment in any ca¬ 
pacity on the huge aqueduct, it 
being stipulated that only bona 
fide residents of communities 
comprising the “district” shall 
draw salaries. 

When Mr. Preston’s resignation 
was read on Wednesday evening. 
Councilman William Lees at once 
nominated John Froelich as his 
successor. Preston Schwartz sec¬ 
onded it. There were no other 
nominations and the vote was 
unanimous. 

“I can only promise you the 
best service I am capable of,’’ 
said Mr. Froehlich after he had 
been summoned to the Council 
chamber and City Clerk Pratt had 
administered the oath of office. 

He was elected to fill the un- 
erpired portion of Preston’s term 
Eind with Mr. Schwartz, another 
new member who succeeded the 
late W. J. Lawless, will come up 
for election next April. 

’Ehe new Councilman is a foun¬ 
tain pen manufacturer and dis¬ 
tributor, has been a resident of 
Sierra Madre for about nine 
pears and lives with his daughter 
and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Krinke and his little grandson. 
F’red Junior, at 145 West Carter 
avenue. He was born in Germany 
and came to this country with his 
parents when an infant 59 years 
ago. The family located at Ho¬ 
boken, N.J. In 1920 he and his 
family came to California. He is 
a prominent member of the Mon¬ 
rovia Elks Club where he is af¬ 
fectionately known as “Uncle 
John.” 

Mr. Froehlich takes the com¬ 
mittee assignments formerly held 
by Mr. Preston as a member of 
the committees on ordinance, 
building and finance; fire, police 
and parks.

The party was shown the site 
of Dam No. 1, as well as a model 
of the dam as it will appeal 
when completed. Extending fof 
1600 feet along the crest the dam 
wil Icut across a narrows of ths 
San Gabriel river bed some three 
miles above the Morris (Pasa¬ 
dena) dam. It is to be of the 
rock-fill type construction sur¬ 
faced with water resistance clay, 
and in model form is far from 
the popular notion of what a dam 
should be— resembling a very 
squat inverted V. Having no ex- 
ten.sive surface exposed to con¬ 
centrated water pressure the 
rock-fill type of dam is considered 
the safest and most efficient 
structure for flood control pur- 
po-ses. Also, it is earthquake proof 
in that it merely settles under 
stress. 

The dam is to be 373 feet high, 
and 1800 feet thick at the base --

Mr. Legg said that the No. 3 
dam was known to have a faulty 
base and numerous other defects, 
but that given time to settle 
under diligent observation it could 
in all probability be reconatmeted 
to serve its purpose as a flood 
control dam.

Finances of applicant, and hus¬ 
band or wife, must be proved by 
bank books or statements show¬ 
ing amount and source of Income, 
and evidence of depts.

Any application is liable to 
$500 fine and six months impris¬ 
onment who by means of a false 
statement, or any fraudulent de¬ 
vice obtains or attempts to ob¬ 
tain any old age aid to which he 
is not entitled. 

In abridged form, the eligibilty 
requirements for pension under 
tlie California act are as follows; 
You are eligible. 

1— If you are 65 years of age 
or older, and a citizen of the 
United States. 

2— If you have lived in Cali¬ 
fornia for the past 15 years, with 
absence of not more than three 
years; or if you have lived in 
California 40 years Including the 
last five years. 

3— If your husband, son or 
daughter is unable to support 
you, and if your own personal 
property is worth $500 or less.

W ITH a promise that they will “use all precautionary 
measures to install a plant that will eliminate as far 
^ possible, all dust and noise,’’ H. E. Cox, of Pasadena, and 
Lawi'eru^ M. Schneider, of 419 East Highland avenue, 
Sierra Madre, have applied to the City Council for a permit 
to install and operate a “gravel plant” on the City’s recently 
completed spreading gi-ounds and settling basins just above 
the pumping station and water plant on East Central ave¬ 
nue. 

The application came in the foi-m of a letter that was 

read at VVedne.sday evening’s meeting of the Council. It 

was not accompanied by any plans or explanations—no
